Forty  two  families  living  in  sub- standard 
dwellinghouses  were  re-housed  during  1961;  this  figure 
includes  the  remaining  nine  families  from  the  Long  Rows,  this 
area  being  finally  demolished  by  the  beginning  of  July,  and  also 
seventeen  families  from  the  Waterloo  Street  area,  which  was 
purchased  by  the  Council, 

Negotiations  to  purchase  numbers  1 to  8,  Bailey’s 
Square  having  failed,  it  was  necessary,  in  December,  to  make  a 
Clearance  Order  in  respect  of  the  area.  Unfortunately,  this 
will  mean  a considerable  delay  in  rb-hauoijB.g  the  occupants  of  this 
area,  some  of  whom  are  living  under  the  most  deplorable  conditions.
